Rousing Win 
For R.V.C. 
Won in Debate 



RVC won over Arts and Science,, 
debating the resolution that McGill 
should have women cheerleaders, 
yesterday, In the Union Ballroom. 

Before a very responsive crowd 
Jon Ballon, supporting the affirm- 
ative for Arts and Science, declar- 
ed that the only difference between 
men and women, aside from cer- 
tain superficial details, was an x 
and y chromosonal. Thus since they 
were practically equal, what ar- 
gument could possibly refuse them 
the same rights as men, namely 
cheerleadlng. "Let us have demo- 
cracy, men and women working 
together for a common victory". 

Joan Koltz showed that women 
cheerleaders were impractical be 
cause they have not the necessary 
vocal power nor the gymnastic 
ability. Other famous universities 
have got along without cheorlcad 
ers quite successfully. They do not 
help the players along, but provide 
another attraction for the spect- 
ators. 

Jack Crepeau in his well known 
oratorical style said that McGill 
leader In so many fields of endeav- 
our, cannot be overshadowed in 
this matter. "Why, in all the col- 
leges and universities that I have 
been kicked out of, they have been 
absolutely .essential" Cheerleaders 
add that extra stimulus that keep 
the supporters cheering right up to 
the end. 

"The only reason that men want 
cheerleaderettes is because they 
arc frustrated," said Joy Ballon. 
When women make such a public 
spectacle of themselves they lower 
the dignity of women and reflect 
on the reputation of the University," 
he replied.

Negro Barred 
From Toronto 
Bridge Match 



Toronto, Dec. 3.— (CUP)— Leon 
Beard, a Trinidad Negro, was bar- 
red from the Toronto Provincial 
Whist Club Tournament on Satur- 
day because Al Sobcl of New York, 
director of Toronto's Masters' Point 
Bridge tournament ruled that the 
American Contract Bridge League 
does not permit negroes partici- 
pating. 

Beard, who is a Trinidad Civil 
Servant sent here by the govern- 
ment for an advanced surveying 
course, was invited to play in the 
tournament by the Hart House 
Bridge Club of which he is a 
member. 

In the United States there is a 
separate bridge organization for 
Negroes, said Mr. Sobel, in which 
white people cannot join. Ameri- 
can regulations are such that in 
any master point tournament 
where players receive handicaps, 
colored people arc not allowed to 
participate. 

The president of the university's 
Student Administrative Council 
thought it was "a disgusting atti- 
tude." Since, however, another re- 
feree was unavailable, the ruling 
had to be accepted.

"A great dea lof the responsibility 
for the success of Christmas Con- 
ference of NFCUS rests with the 
McGill Committee," Chairman Clem 
Beauchamp said last night, at the 
monthly open meeting. Mr. Beau- 
champ, who attended a meeting of 
the Agenda Committee in Toronto 
this week-end, outlined the com- 
missions to be set up at the Na- 
tional Toronto Conference. He also 
illustrated the many benefits to be 
reaped by students through these 
activities of NFCUS. 

The official delegation from Mc- 
Gill University will Include Harold 
Ross, President of the S.E.C., and 
Mr. Beauchamp, it was announced. 
Contacts have also been established 
by N.F.C.U.S. with the Universities 
of Montreal and Laval. 

Progress reports of the six panel 
sub-committees were read by the 
Chairman of the meeting, John A. 
MacDonald. A plan for each Can- 
adian University to "adopt" a Euro- 
pean University is being investigat- 
ed by the Cultural Unity Panel. The 
possibilities of establishing interna- 
tional student exchange scholar- 
ships is also being discussed. Ques- 
tionnaires are being sent to all Uni- 
versities in Canada, to gain inform- 
ation to * aid the surveys of the 
various panels. The completed 
panel reports will be presented to 
the membership at general meet- 
ings on Dec. 11 and 12, prior to be- 
ing submitted to the National Con- 
ference. 

Mr. Geoff Turner was elected 
Treasurer by acclamation, and Mr. 
Joyal will continue as Correspond- 
ing; Secretary.

OTTAWA — Four major cabinet 
changes, it is learned, have been 
definitely decided. Justice Minister 
L. S. St. Laurent will quit the post 
to devote all his energies to Ex- 
ternal Affairs. Finance Minister J. 
L. Ilsley will be named new head 
of the Justice Department. Defence 
Minister Douglas Abbott will move 
up to the key portfolio of finance 
and Air Minister Colin Gibson will 
become head of the consolidated 
Defence Department (army navy 
and air). 

Lake Success, N.Y.— V. M. Molo- 
tov, Soviet Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter, cleared the way yesterday for 
a major advance toward world 
arms limitatons by an unequivocal 
declaration that inspecton and con- 
trol machinery regulating arms re- 
strictions must be free of the Big 
Power veto. 

Mr. Molotov, in an obviously con- 
ciliatory statement to the United 
States Political Committee, also ac- 
cepted the United States' proposal 
on arms limitation as a basis for 
discussion at this Assembly session. 

The committee, which had been 
hoping, for just such a statement, 
quickly agreed unanimously on a 
20-member sub-committee to whip 
into shape an acceptable resoluton 
for action by th eAssembly. Canada 
wil lhave a seat on the sub-com- 
mittee and possibly will be repre- 
sented by L. Dana Wilgress, Am- 
bassador to Russia. 
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Probes and Problems 

The action on the part of the University in 
setting up a probe committee to study the future' 
development of intercollegiate football has been 
met on air sides with feelings bf hope. The gen- 
eral reaction first noted over the campus, and 
indeed to friends throughout the city, was that 
McGill was taking a definite step in the direction 
of progress in a very difficult situation. 

The situation is difficult in that it has been 
under fire for some time, there are many views 
and even many degrees of views on the problems, 
one of which the University must take, and diffi- 
cult, also, because this will probably result in 
some change which cannot possibly placate all 
the opinions on the question. 

It has become fairly evident, especially since 
this football season ended so unfortunately for 
McGill, that the athletics' organization cannot 
remain at a standstill while our rivals make 
' changes placing them in more advantageous pos- 
itions. We, too, had to decide on the best changes 
for McGill— remembering her academic reputa- 
tion and the prestige of her teams in athletic 
fields. Now, the changes lie in the lap of a very 
competent committee, competent in standing and 
competent in background. Probably, the best 
move of all was the inclusion of student opinion 
in the decisions which are to be readied. There 
has been some cry that we arc not consulted on 
matters which affect us very directly. Certainly 
the football team, its organization and its suc- 
cesses affect our campus strongly, and the fact 
that undergraduate voices will be heard assures 
;. in some measure the well reception of any solu- 
tion which may be offered. 

However, wc cannot sec the advisability of 
setting up a committee to study intercollegiate 
football alone, and ignoring similar problems 
which are involved in the other main sports— 
- hockey and basketball. True, there have been 
: no complaints aired concerning hockey, mainly 
because we won the championship, nor on basket- 
ball, but the principle of amateurism and of 
coaches is the same for all three. Wc are com- 
peting with the Bame universities in hockey and 
basketball as we do in football in the main, and 
the future development of the former two may 
necessitate changes similar to those anticipated 
in football. 

Nèvertheless, the committee is studying the 
one, and some solution in that sector will proba- 
bly set the pace for the others. Wc feel sure that 
changes will be made as they must if McGill is 
to compete on an even footing. These changes, 
we hope, will centre around the basic adminis- 
tration of football, including the responsibilities 
invested in the coach and, most important, a re- 
arrangement of financial control. 

.There is no need for McGill to go to the other 
extreme in the question of amateurism and pro- 
fessionalism. The University is mainly for edu- 
cation and there can be no good resulting from 
an emphasis on sports, at the expense oU acad- 
emic training. Let the critics not forget why we 
are here. — A.K.

POLITICAL COMMENT 



Student Government. 

Though McGill has a certain 
amount of good student govern- 
ment, there have been many occa- 
sions in the past when the govern- 
ing body has interfered in stu- 
dent affairs. For the information of 
the student body I would like to 
enumerate three of these incidents 
which loott place during the last 
two years. 

1. Question of Japanese-Canadians. 

In this case the governing body 
ruled out of order a protest of the 
Students' Society against the de- 
portation of Japanese-Canadians. 

2. Open Hearings for Students. 
An ammendment to the consti- 
tution was passed last year which 
provided that students called up be- 
fore the governing body for any 
misdemeanor be permitted to call 
witnesses In their own defence and 
have the choice of an open hearing 
before the Students' Society. This 
right of public hearing was ruled 
out of order. 

3. Closed Shop for Bands. 

Last week once again the Board 
of Governors have taken actions 
which we consider as Interference 
in student affairs. 

This, when they overruled the 
decision of the Students' Executive 



Council re the hiring of Union 
Musicians for campus dances. 
Though constitutionally they have 
the right to do so, many feel that 
in the interest of student demo- 
cracy, which we hold to be so Im- 
portant, the governing body should 
use these powers as sparingly as 
possible. 

if the governing body can take 
such action, they could easily be- 
gin to limit what clubs may, or may 
not, do, and thus lead to further re- 
striction of campus activities. It 
may be that the governing body 
holds no brief for trade unions, it 
does not therefore follow that they 
should overrule the decisions of the 
Students' Executive Council, which 
many believe is in the Interests of 
the Students at McGill. That the 
Senate's decision will lead to fur- 
ther conflicts on this particular 
matter, no one will deny. 

It is therefore In order that the 
student body begin to seriously 
consider the questions of the maxi- 
mum freedom in student govern- 
ment, which all believe is an essen- 
tial part of university life, where 
the future leaders of our country 
are being schooled in the ways of 
democratic method.'

LETTER FORUM 



Dear Sir, 

Many members of the staff, as 
well of the student body, must have 
read Mr. Otto Forchhelmer's letter, 
published on December 2nd., with 
interest and appreciation. Those 
who have been interested in the 
application of this test to educat- 
ional problems, especially the 
problem of pre-mcdical education, 
have had a similar sense, of revela- 
tion when first results of this ex- 
amination were tabulated. There 
was the same indication of limited 
horizons and narrowness of field 
and conviction that the Information 
would prove valuable for pre-med- 
leal education in the future. \ 

On the other hand, some impli- 
cations in Mr, Forchhelmer's letter 
need to be corrected. The sugges- 
tion that American students are at 
a decided advantage in the fields 
of History and the Social Sciences 
Is not bome out by experience. It 
is true that Canadian pre-medlcal 
students seem to have little knowl- 
edge in this field, but the same is 
true across the line. Comparable 
groups show that McGill applicants 
secured 354 points in Social Studies 
compared with a score of 393 by a 
pre-medlcal group from Eastern 
Liberal Arts Colleges in the United 
States. These figures have not been 
corrected for academic status. As 
the McGill group were probably 
considerably younger men,' differ- 
ence in the groups is more appar- 
ent than real. 

The suggestion that Canadian 
students suffer in competition for 
placés in Canadian medical schools 
Is, of course, Invalid. Adequate 
standards for determining their 
percentile ratings, based on Cana- 
dian experience with the examin- 
ation, are available so that a Cana- 
dian student is judged not by the 
performance of American students, 
but by comparison with a group 
similarly prepared. Further, the 
graduate record score is not the 
sole criterion for selection, but 
tried and proven methods are still 
the chief determinants of success.

Enthusiastic 
Welcome for 
Strauss Opera 



On its first performance in Mont- 
real, "Arindnc" an opera of Richard 
Strauss was given an enthusiastic 
reception and deservedly. Music, 
Libretto, Characterization, Scenic 
effects,, combined into a memor- 
able production. 

A rich bourgeois patron of the 
18th Century, decides that a tragic 
opera and a comedy — scheduled 
for the same evening, at his house 
—shall be presented simultaneous- 
ly. 

The audience awaits a grotesque 
mingling, perhaps a competition 
between the players of tragedy 
and comedy. But the libretto of 
Hugo Van Hoffmannstahl com- 
bines them so as to preserve their 
distinct characteristics and beauty, 
in true tradition of the drama. 

The music follows the mood of 
the players— by turns pompous, 
gey, and tragic. Noteworthy is the 
dramatic use of the piano towards 
the end of the' prologue, and the 
melodious first trio of the three 
Muses, against an Idyllic back- 
ground of Attic blue sky and sea. 
Laazlo Halasz, artistic and music 
director of the New York City 
Opera Company, conducted so as 
to keep the accompaniment in the 
background, yet Indispensable in 
bringing out the action on the 
stage. 

Of the actors — everyone was 
spirited and lifelike. The acting 
alone of the tragic players merited 
applause. Ella Flesch as Ariadne 
and Virginia MacWatters as Zer- 
blnetta gave outstanding perform- 
ances. Miss Flesch Is a great trag- 
edienne, both in voice and ges- 
tures. Miss MacWatters re-created 
the charming young ingenue, and 
sang the famous aria with case 
and grace, and her usual spirit. 

A second performance of the 
Opera will be presented tonight at 
His Majesty's Theatre. We hope 
that the New York City Opera 
Company will visit us again, and 
In the near future.
